Attending the meeting were Vice President Abdel-Khalim 
Khaddam, Foreign Minister Farouk al-Sharaa and Prime 
Minister Mahmoud el-Zauvebi, and Majali, Syria’s state-run 
news agency SANA reported. 

**His majesty wanted toa personally pay helated 
condolences for the death of Mr. Assad’s son,’’ a 
Jordanian afficial said. ‘*King Hussein was not in the 
regian when the accident occurred. ’’ 

Hussein was meeting with President Clinton in 
Washington on Jan. 21 when Basil Assad, 31, died in a car 
crash in Syria. 

Hussein is expected to brief Assad on the cutcome of 
his talks with Clinton. 

Jardan and Syria, along with Lebanan and the 
Palestinians, are engaged in peace negotiations with 
Israel which began in October 1991. 

Syria’s talks with Israel are bogged dawn over Syria’s 
demand Israel withdraw from the strategic Golan Heights, 
which the Jewish state seized in the 1967 Middle East war, 
and Israel’s demand that Syria spell out its vision of 
total peace before undertaking any such commitment. 

Jordan and Israel signed an agenda outlining the 
principles of a peace accard one day after Israel and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization signed a peace accard in 
Washington Sept. 13. 

However, Hussein has assured Assad his country will 
not sign a separate peace agreement without Syria reaching 
a similar accord with Israel.
